Before the advent t>f 6,000,000 share 


days and hour ticker delays the spec- 
ialists at the various trading posts 
on the stock exchange floor fur- 
nished the quotations. 
A member 


brokerage house would telephone one 
of his floor clerks, who in turn would 
dispatch a boy to get the quotation. 
This resulted in considerable con- 
fusion, especially at posts where a 
certain stock was being wildly bid 
for and also was an added strain 
on the specialist. 


Now the girls keep a- chart of 


every price change, furnished them 
by boys located at each trading post 
and telephone booth on the stock 
exchange floor, and are able to give 
the lat-st quotation a few seconds 
after it is established, compared to 
minutes under the old system 


Calls from the member brokerage 


houses now are received by the firm's 
floor clerk, who in turn gets the 
quotation on the stock wanted from 
the girl having the chart on that

Lawrence college jesterdav paid the 


highest honor in its pcm er to four men 
and 
one 
woman for outstanding 


achievements in their fields when it 
awarded honorary degrees at the an- 
nual commencement exercises. 


Degrees conferred by Lawrence col' 


lege are not empty honors. 
They are 


voted only when the trustees and fac- 
ulty are convinced that the candidates 
are leaders in their 
activities, with 


pronounced successes to their credit. 
And ne\er before were degrees award- 
ed with more reason. 
/ 


Lawrence this- year 
gave special 


recognition to business 
achievement, 


as contrasted 
with achievement in 


more academic fields, by awarding the 
degree of Doctor of Laws to Fred 
Wesley Sargent, president of the Chi- 
cago and North Western railroad, and 
the degree of Doctor of Business Ad- 
ministration to Glen Buck, head of an 
advertising agency 
which bears his 


name. 


This action of Lawrence in confer- 


ring honorary degrees on business men 
is significant. It> reveals a growing ap- 
preciation of the fact that ability and 
achievement of businessmen is as 
worthy of recognition by our colleges 
as outstanding service in the fields of 


law, 
education, religion or the arts. It 


is a recognition that no profession/of 
calling in this modern civilization has 
a corner on service to humanity. Big 
business is developing men like Mr. 
Sargent and Mr. Buck whose vision, 
courage and service to their fellow men 
merit all the recognition that our edu- 
cational institutions can give, 


Lawrence college is to be congrat- 


ulated as much for selecting these men 
for signal honor as the men are for 
receiving the degrees.

honored itself. 


HIGHER GASOLINE TAXES 
It seems probable that the legisla- 


ture will enact a law raising the gaso- 
line tax from two cents to three cents. 
Proposals for an increase of gasoline 
tax have been received with different 
reactions. Some of the cities have op- 
posed a substantial increase in the tax 
on the ground that the rural communi- 
ties are the chief beneficiaries. Else- 
where it has been opposed on the 
broad ground that automobile taxation 
is high enough and ought not to be 
raised. 


Whereas Gov. Kohler started 
out 


some\\ hat in doubt as to -\\ hether a 
larger gasoline tax v\ as advisable, he is 
now said to favor the three cent rate. 
We believe this rate would be reason- 
able and that it would be consistent 
with the purposes for which the pro- 
ceeds are to be utilized. It seems to us 
that the gasoline tax is about the fair- 
est \\ay- of providing funds for high- 
way improvement and upkeep that can 
be devised. Naturally there is a limit to 
all taxation, but we do not think t\\ o 
cent's here represents the limit. 
In a 


general wa> it may be said that mod- 
ern road building and maintenance are 
for the convenience of motor traffic. 
Ho^se drawn vehicles do not enter into 
the calculation. It is light, therefore, 
that motor car owners <=hould defray a 
large portion of this expenditure— 
probabh a larger portion than the} 
have been paying. 


The gas tax is automatically equal- 


ized as betv\ een the large and expensive 
car and the small and inexpensive one 
by consumption. 
Automobile owners 


rather than land owners are respon- 
sible for the rapid expansion of perma- 
nent highways and the neavy expendi- 
tures for building them. When the tw o 
cent gasoline tax was imposed 
it 


seemed prospectn ely as a burdensome 
toll on the automobile. Many doubted 
its justice and wisdom. This opinion 
has changed It has worked well. It is 
now generally recognized as an effec- 


tive, -valuable and fair form of taxation. 


CHU ii to three cents will not we 


think impose a hardship on a~riy person. 
It is true it costs a good deal to op- 
erate an automobile, but v\ hether it is 
a luxury or a necessity any person 
who can anoru uie operation can also 
afford to pay the one cent additional 
tax. 


RHINELAND 
EVACUATION 


The next step in the reparations 


settlement is to prov ide for military 
ev acuation of the Rhmeland. Negotia- 
tions to this end are now in progress 
at Madrid where the 
League of Na- 


tions council is in session. It is certain 
that Ramsay MacDonald will 
fa\or 


withdrawal of British 
forces at the 


earliest possible moment. France, it is 
said, will commence pulling back her 
garrisons this month, w ith intensive 
retirement in August so that German 
soil v\ ill be free September 1. 
These 


measures depend solely on approval of 
the reparations settlement, first by the 
French cabinet and second by parlia- 
ment. 


Although there is some objection to 


ratification by the Nationalists on the 
ground that the terms are insufficient 
for France and by the Communists on 
the contention that they are excessive, 
it is assured that parliament will ap- 
prove the agreement 
without delay. 


Immediate evacuation of the Rhine- 
land is one of the concessions most 
highly v alued b\ Germany, both be- 
cause it is consonant with her national 
self-respect and because it lifts a ma- 
terial economic and political handicap. 


Considered internationally, it termi- 


nates another source of friction and 
feeling between Germany and France. 
Germany has not yet obtained certain 
modifications of the Versailles treaty 
which she believes to be her due, but 
they are less provocathe and are sus- 
ceptible of treatment at a later date. 
The effects of the reparations settle- 
ment are likely to advance their con- 
sideration. All nations will be pleased 
to see occupation of the Rhmeland ter- 
minated. Aside from justice, it is help- 
ful to Euiopean peace generally. 


THOSE RIPON DRY RAIDS 


We think the dry raiders might have 


kept out of 
Ripon during the 75th 


birthday celebration of the Grand Old 
Party. It was a good deal like serving 
an attachment on a bridegroom on his 
wedding day. Birthday parties aie al- 
ways made more enjoyable by a little 
stimulation, and in this day it takes 
more .than one fouith of one per cent 
to stimulate.. 


It was not quite fair, it seems to us, 


to dump barrels of perfectly good beer 
'into the street after the pilgrims had 
made their long, dust} tup to Ripon 
and were lined up ten deep to quench 
their thirst. Furthermore, the raptures 
of the faithful over the longe\ ity and 
wonders of Republican rule are made 
more enj-pyable if mingled with 
a 


foaming mug or a tinkling glass. 
It 


does not seem that an administration 
at Washington w hich ow es its 
exis- 


tence to a political organization that 
was tr}ing to recapitulate its glories 
with an innocent pow-w ow should sub- 
ject it to such humiliating treatment. 
One can expound far better with a foot 
on the rail than off. There was plenty 
to drink at Kansas City when the 
faithful gathered to 
nominate Mr. 


Hoo\ er, and there should hav e been no 
interference with the little that Ripon 
could gather for the delectation of its 
guests. 


It may be the administration figures 


that after what happened last Novem- 
ber it can get along without Wiscon- 
sin in the future. If so, it is promoting 
the idea effectively. 
Moreover, Wis- 


consin had just decided 
that living 


without beer was insupportable. Re- 
publican prospects in Wisconsin are 
rendered gloomv by what has trans- 
pired in Ripon. Mr. Blame ought to 
be able now to complete the annihila- 
tion of the party w ith ease.

A STEP TOWARD LIBERTY 


One of the most important events m the his- 


tory of our republic occurred on this date in 
1776 
for then Congress appointed the commis- 


sion Tthich framed the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence 


Two commissions *n fact, were appointed on 


this date One to prepare a declaration and the 
othei to frame a plan of confederation. 


On the committee which dievv up the Declar- 


ation 
were Jeffeison, Franklin, John Adams, 


Roger Sherman and R R Livingston They re- 
ported to Congiess on June 2S, 177G, but action 
was delajed for seveial dajs 


When the Declaration finally came up for con- 


sideration, it was passed unanimouslv on Julv 4, 
1776, 
by the delegates of 12 colonies New York s 


delegates could not vote on the Declaration be- 
cause thev had not vet been authorized to sup- 
port the movement for independence 


Thomas Jeffprson is credited with ha\mg writ- 


ten the Declaration of Independence almost in 
its entirety At least in the form in which it was 
submitted to Congiess and adopted All the com- 
mittee members doubtlessly contributed their 
share to the ideas incorporated in the document

out permission to return to the TJni- 
ted States. Payment of full salary is 
allowed both classes. 


The order provides that leave with- 


out permission to return home may 
b» granted for not more than thirty 
days in any year 
ror attaches of 


American missions and sixty days 
for ambassadors and ministers. 


Leave with permission to visit the 


United States may be granted to an 
ambassador or minister 
for sixty 


dajs in each calendar year and for 
not more than sixty days to other 
diplomatic officers once in every two 
years. 


American diplomats who are sta- 


tioned in posts which are considered 
by the department 
to be unhealth- 


ful—usually tropical posts—will have 
leaves extended from the present six- 
ty days to 120 days. 


Various provisions are made in the 


order for extenuating circumstances, 
such as illness or other reasons for 
a special extension of the diplomats' 
leave over a greater period. -

granted in one year may not be car-

tion bill does not consolidate under 
that office, but brings several allied 
functions of the government under 
the department of markets, review 
of the substitute amendment to the 
Don V. Smith bill, revealed today. 


This substitute, by Assemblyman 


M. B. Goff of Sturgeon Bay ha's ap- 
proval of Gov. Walter J. Kohler, leg, 
islatora said. It was adopted without 
debate in the assembly just before 
the bill was advanced 
to engross- 
ment last weefe 


Xhe original bill, by the Assem- 


blyman from Jefferson county, pro- 
vided for consolidation of the dairy 
and food, marketing and oil inspec- 
tion departments, with two or three 
other small ones, in the department 
of agriculture, under a commission 
created by the 
bill instead of the 


present commissioner. 


The Gfoff substitute, 
which, by 


adoption became- the bill to be con- 
sidered for further action, abolishes 
the present 
departments 
of agri- 


culture, markets, dairy and food, the 
state treasury agent, fair board, live- 
stock "sanitary board of veterinary 
examiners, oil inspector and humane 
agent and creates over these officers 
a three-man full time salaried com- 
mission. 


The bill is likely to have consider- 


able legislative support m view of 
several legislators and persons in the 
department involved. 


The commissioners of the new uni- 


fied department of markets "shall be 
appointed by the governor with the 
advice and consent of the senate, for 
six' year terms, except that the first 
three will serve 
two, rour and six 


year terms, to make the commission 
unchangeable in politics with each 
new governor. 


They are to receive $6,000 yearly 


salary and may 
not be connected 


with any commiSiA jn, produce, cold 
storage, warehouse or transportation 
business or the committee of any po- 
litical party. 


Persons in the capitol interested in 


the substitute said it was drawn to 
meet the feeling among- farmers that 
marketing is paramount 
to other 


problems of agriculture and there- 
fore should be the essential feature 
of any department meant for a con- 
necting' link between the farmers and 
the state. 


The usual provisions are in the 


bill allowing the new department au- 
thority to establish divisions ana bu- 
reaus and make state rules and reg- 
ulations consistent 
with the law. 


The -annual report made' by all de- 
partments to the governor is also re- 
quired of the new office and the sub- 
stitute bill states that all powers and 
duties of the present 
departments 


that would be consolidated shall turn 
to the new marketing department.

continued as employes -'of ihe' unified 
department. 
• Appropriations for individual de- 
partm^tal operation are continued 
over to the proposed marketing de- 
partment.

tion of America, 
which long 
has 


clamored for short wave 
channels 


with which to establish a domestic 
radio-telegraph net-work in compe- 
tition with the telegraph lines and 
as a feeder for its extensive world- 
wide service, has been granted this 
authority by the federal radio com- 
mission. 


Actually, the R. C. A. has 
been 


awarded only 15 of the precious con- 
tinental 
point-to-point 
channels, 


whereas it has put -up a valiant 
fight for 38. But it is granted au- 
thority to use such of its interna- 
tional or trans-oceanic frequencies 
as it may need for creating a radio- 
telegraph net-work inter-connecting 
perhaps 30 of the "key" cities of the 
country. It will enter this field as a 
direct competitor of the Universal 
Wireless Communications Company, 
Inc. of Buffalo, which was granted 
40 point to point channels last De- 
cember, for a net-work to inter-con- 
nect 110 cities, under very rigid con- 
ditions. The R. C. A. has 65 stan- 
dard width trans-oceanic 
channels, 


and, under the commission's 
deci- 


sion may employ certain of them 
to round out its domestic service, for 
which they are •well adapted under 
particular conditions. 


In granting to the R. C. A. this 


authority the commission has cleared 
up the allocation of the continental 
short wave 
spectrum, 
for 
public 


utility service. It assigned to the R. 
C. A. ten "exclusive" channels and

The Lon 
don Times attributed the success of 
the reparations sessions to "the wise

," revealed as an advocate of profound 


re-adjustments 
in the 
economic 


world, to meet changing conditions 
brought about by the command of 
new energies and the maintenance 
of higher world standards of living. 
This was the background of his re- 
cent address at Atlantic City, in 
which he urged the need of social 
research comparable to the vast anc 
widespread concentration on techni- 
cal research. It was also the under- 
lying theme of his other recent ad- 
dresses at Eryn Mawr and at Har- 
vard business school. 


It was three or four j-ears ago 


that Herbert Hoover first outlined to 


- a few friends his belief that America 
_was leading the 
way 
through a 


transitional period of revolutionary 
significance, which would eventual- 
ly end in the abolition of poverty, 
Simultaneously, the General Elec- 
tric company, with Mr. Young as 
chairman of the board, was con- 
ducting some basic 
experiments 


" touching on the closer integration 


of labor and industry, 
or possibly 


_ their fusing into a. single producing 


unit,, with a test of the possible de- 
gree of labor's participation in man- 
agement. 
"While these were meticu- 


lous shop studies, 
back of 
the 


conception of a drastic renovation 
of both producing and distributing 
establishments, basically in kccord 
with Mr. Hoover's later thesis. 


The late Charles Proteus Stein- 


mets, great technician and inventor, 
who was provided with a laboratory, 


n equipment and unlimited resources 
i^by Mr. Young was preeminently a 
, humanist in the field of science 


whose concentration on social prob- 
lems was almost equal to his absorp- 
tion in electricity. 


YOUNG IS LAWYER 


While he and Mr. Young were of 


opposed schools of political thought, 
it is significant that' Mr. Young's 
first outreach into fundamental in- 
quiries led him to a man of this 
dual interest which Mr. Young now 
brings to bear in his new "world 
statesmanship." Under his patron- 
age, numerous other great research 
workers 
such as Langmuir 
and 


Whitney, have found the way open- 
ed for penetrating studies. 


While the country has come to re- 


gard Mr. Young primarily as a fi- 
nancier and, erroneously, as a tech- 
nician, he came to New York as a 
Boston lawyer, formerly of,the firm 
of Tyler and Young. In his years 
of practice in Boston, he revealed a 
masterful organizing ability which 
made him a director of innumerable 
corporations. He was graduated from 
St. Lawrence University and later 
received honorary 
degrees 
from 


Tuft, rnion College, Harvard, Dart- 
mouth, 
Johns 
Hopkins, 
Colgate, 


Yale, Columbia and the University 
of New York. 


While Mr. Young is a revolution- 


ary economist, he is politically orth- 
odox, standing with Herbert Hoover 
against any drift toward public own- 
ership of utilities. He was a con- 
sultant in Mr. Hoover's recent eco- 
nomic report. He was a member of 
President Wilson's 
two industrial 


conferences. 
President 
Harding's 


conference on unemployment and the 
first commission of experts assembl- 
ed by the reparations commission in 
1924. 
His magnetic personality has 


been one of his greatest assets. He 
is 57 years old.

IN ATTEMPT TO CUT 
PRODUCTION OF OIL 


Producers Meet in Colorado 


Springs to Prepare Solu- 
tion of Problem

New York—Since the federal gov- 


ernment Is unable 
to take 
direct 


steps to aid, a determined effort was 
started Monday in Colorado Springs 
to secure state aid which would ef- 
fect a reduction of oil production. 


Some of the producers want an in- 


terstate compact 
for constructive 


conservation. The governors of the 
oil producing states or their spokes 
men will be present and an effort 
will be made to iron out the difficul- 
ties which are holding back the pe 
troleum industry from the prosper- 
ity which many other lines are en- 
joying. 


The problem is one of the most dif- 


ficult facing industry today. There is 
a line of cleavage between the large 
and small producers and it is recog- 
nized that to a great extent curtail 
ment of production depends on coop 
eration and agreement by all. If one 
operator could cease producing oil 
without cooperation 
by others, it 


would not be difficult. 
But if one 


man stops oil production on his land 
and adjoining holders continue to 
produce the latter draw off from the 
underground petroleum lake not only 
beneath their own land but that be- 
neath the land of their idle neigh 
bor. 


MANY OPPOSE REDUCTION 
Many are disinclined to cease op- 


eration because 
the leases under 


\vhich they operate have a limited 
time to run and they must use every 
minute to get the most out of them. 
As an abstract proposition, all are 
agreed that underground oil storage 
is the great conservation 
method. 


But the difficulty is to persuade own- 
ers and lease holders to leave this 
oil untapped until it is needed. That 
system has been highly efficacious in 
California, 
where a 
tremendous 


amount of oil is shut in. The drill- 
ing on the public domain also can be 
handled by federa1 authorities with- 
out great difficulties 
but the big 


acreage where thousands of operat- 
ors are working presents the big dif- 
ficulties. There is where the states 
can cooperate, but it should not be 
forgotten that states benefit from oil 
production taxes and some are loath 
to see this revenue diminished. 


There has been some talk of a tar- 


iff increase to $1 a barrel on oil im- 
ported into this country. It is unlike- 
ly that this will meet with the ap- 
proval of the industry. In the first 
place much of the oil from Mexico 
and central 
and south 
America 


which comes to this country is own- 
ed and produced by American com- 
panies and any such tax would be on 
the American as well as foreign op- 
erators. Then, too, the tax or duty 
is advocated by the coal miners as a 
means of rehabilitating the coal in- 
dustry. The oil men are not likely to 
strengthen an adversary whom they 
have been fighting tooth and nail for 


e^ industrial and domestic heating 


business. 


COULD INCREASE CON- 


SUiMPTION 


In the past curtailment measures 


have been partially effective. They 
must be made more effective in the 
future if the industry in general is 
going to be on a satisfactory foot- 
ing. There is one other way of put- 
ting it there. That is to increase con- 
sumption instead of curtailing pro- 
duction. Much has been done along 
that line. The 25,000,000 vehicles on 
the roads are doing much along that 
line. So is the increase in, sales of 
fuel oil for furnace 
use, but such 


growth necessarily 
is slow while 


curtailment would have an immedi- 
ate result. 


Production of oil is running some- 


where about 18,000 barrels 
a day 


more than at this time a year ago, 
and the total daily flow amounts to 
around 2,650,000 or more. The waste 
of excess production and 
unneces- 


sary drilling comes heavily on the 
gas consumers. The huge pipe lines 
now being constructed have brought 
Lhe use of natural gas sharply to the 
Tore and its wastage has a direct ef- 
fect on millions of consumers. 


The Importance of the conferences 


starting in Colorado Springs today 
therefore can hardly be overempha- 
sized either from the standpoint of 
the producer or of the consumer of 
petroleum products. 


The difficulties are shown by an- 


nouncements from Fort Worth that 
allowed production in the Yates oil 
pool of Pecos county, Texas, will be 
ncreased 30.000 barrels daily to 130,- 
000 barrels if the recommendation of 
;he producers pro-ration committee 
s accepted 
by the Texas railroad 


commission. An outlet is available 
:or the additional daily production 
and the state body has oeen impor- 
tuned to sanction it.

period. All building programs would 
be subject to approval by the gov- 
ernor, and it is assumed by the joint 
finance committee that only a part 
«.: that sum would be expended. 


In addition to the building fund 


provision, the board of control bill 
appropriates a total of $6,643,272 to 
the board for its 17 institutions for 
the two year period 1929 to 1931. 
That sum is divided into $5,202,384 
operation costs during the biennium; 
$456,048 for repairs and 
mainten- 


ance; $191,280 for minor 
expendi 


tures of the institutions, and $703,- 
560 to pay for fuel and insurance. 


The total amount available dur- 


ing the last two years was $5,923,340, 
as contrasted to $6,643,272 proposed 
in the present measure. 


An additional sum 
of $10,000 is 


given to a revolving fund to start a 
colonization plan of caring for feeble- 
minded patients. Under that 
plan 


feeble minded persons who are able 
to work would be taken from insti- 
tutions and placed in colonies where 
they would engage m some sort of 
profitable employment, thus becom- 
ing at least partially self-supporting.
